The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.
Roll Call:

Cownciluan Johnson moved thet the Minutes of the previous meeting be ap-
proved. The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following
vote:

MR. M. H, CROCKETT sppeared regarding the set~back on his property on
Lamar Boulevard between 35th and 37th streets., This was a matber that had been
before the Board of Adjustment, Mr. Crockett wanted to build sbout a fifteen
foot building, and the set-back reguirement would not permit. He inquired of
gseveral possibilities: pubting & bullding on wheels, or getting a trailer to
use for the office building. It was suggested that he try to lease a few feet of
lend from the owner of the property adjoining him,

MR, PHILLIP BAKER, nmember of the First Colored Basptist Church, introduced
the pastor, REV. ROBERT IEE, who outlined the plans of this Church with its new
project in the 2800 block of East 12th Street. He was anxious to get the Church
building still located on the property the City purchased from the Church, which
bullding the city had contracted to rebturn to them at the end of two years, Rev.
Lee was afraid the building was deteriorating. Councilmen Long inguired about thﬁ
contract, and how much was pald, It wes explained this price for the property wa
set by the court, and that the building was to be given to them at the end of
twro years; that the building was being taken care of and being strengthened so
as to take care of the equipment to be stored, The Pastor stated he understood
this was the agreement, but he was afraid the building was deteriorating. Coun-
cilman White inquired about the storage and possible use of the Ulit Building,
but it was stated the ULit Bullding was in full use.

(3) A gas main in WEST MARKET DRIVE, from a point 180 feet
south of West 50th Street northerly 350 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel to
the east property line of sald WEST MARKET DRIVE,

Sald gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(4) A gas main in VINE STREET, from Geraghty Avenue northerly
218 feet, the centerline of which gas mein shall bve 6.5 feet
east of and parallel to the west property line of sald VINE
STREET,

Satd gas main described sbove shall have a cover of not less
than 25 feet.

(5) A gas main in PEGRAM AVENUE, from Vine Street easterly
32h feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet
south of and parallel to the north property line of said
PEGRAM AVENUE,

Seid gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet.

(6) A gas main in FINLEY DRIVE, from Perry lane southerly
527 feet, the centerline of which gas main shallbe 6.5 feet
west of and parallel to the east property line of said
FINLEY DRIVE.

Said gas mein described. above shall have a cover of not less
than 2% feet. :

(7) A gas main in OAKMONT BOULEVARD, from a point 357 feet
south of West 48th Street southerly 536 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel %o
the east property line of ssid OAKMONT BOULEVARD.

Sadd gas min described above shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet.

(8) A gas main in CHIAPPERO TRAIL, from a point 356 feet
south of West 48th Street southerly 545 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel

t0o the east property line of sald CHIAPPERO TRAIL.

Said gas main described sbove shell have a cover of not less
than 2— feet.

(9) A gas main in CRESTWAY DRIVE, from a point 178 feet
west of Parkcrest Drive, west and south 500 feet, the
Centerline of which gas wain shall be 5.5 feet east of and

parallel to the west property line of said CRESTWAY DRIVE,
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Said gas main described gbove shall have a cover of not
less than 2%- feet.

(10) A gas main in EFAST SO0th STREET, from a point 69
feet east of Evans Avenue westerly Th feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 7.5 feet south of and parallel
to the north property line of sald EAST S50TH STREET.

Seid gas main descridbed sbove shall have a cover of not
less than 23 feet.

(11) A gas main in SOUTH 2ND STREET, from & point 160
feet south of West Oltorf Street southerly 80 feet, the
centerline of which ges main shall be 6.5 feet west of
and parallel to the east property line of said SOUTH 2KD
STREET.

The Southern Unlon Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not gusrantee that the space assigned &bove is clear fyom other
underground utilities, but.is based upon the best records we have at hand,
and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of thelr assigaments, they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days befor%
such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upo
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,
water mist be used at interwals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of sald gas mains, including the excavation
in the streets, and the restoration and maintenance of said sireets after
said mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the
City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted tos said company by the City of Austin.

MR, M., H., CROCKETT thanked the Council for completing the sewer line east
of his Riverside property.
